Mr. Frank was one of the most 
Loyal supporters of the Red Cross, 
tfct Liberty Loan and War Savings 
sump campaigns in the city and 
oq inty. and was at all times in the 
forefront when the "drive" in any 
of these campaigns was on. In the 
r ecent campaign conducted by the 
Knights of Columbus for the Red 
Cross war fund, he was as energetic 
ajid untiring as he had been in the 
others. He was an active supporter 
of every movement that tended for 
the good of Paris and its business in- 
terests, and was also interested in 
cil development of the fields in Estill 
aid other counties. He gave liberally 
r all patriotic and charitable enter- 
r> -es, and in the business world 
was known as an honorable, reliable 
a-ad conservative man. Socially he 
was one whom it was a pleasure to 
know.

BRITISH ARMY VETERAN AD- 
LARGE CROWD. 



A large audience gathered at the 
court house yesterday afternoon to 
to listen to an address delivered in a j 
most characteristic manner by Major 
Glenhale, a veteran of the present 
world-war, who was wounded severe- 
ly in action in one of the battles in 
France, as a member of the British 
army. 

The speaking was preceded by a 
concert by the Boys* Band from the 
Odd Fellows' Home, at Lexington, 
who came down in a special car over 
the interurban, and marched down 
Main street. The band also furnish- 
ed patriotic music following the 
speaking. Maj. Glenhale was intro- 
duced to the audience by Rev. Wil- 
kinson, of Lexington, whose addresses 
here in the interest of the Red Cross 
and Liberty Loan campaigns will al- 
ways remain notable. Maj. Glen- 
hale spoke for about an hour and a 
half, in the interest of the Red Cross 
which he described as being the 
greatest organization for good that 
the world has ever known. His ad- 
dress was a clean-cut one and was 
heard with every manifestation of ap- 
proval by the big audience. Major 
Glenhale made a picturesque appear- 
ance in his service uniform. He car- 
ries his arm in a sling, the result of 
a Boche shell interfering with his 
territory. 



Col. Milton Young, one of the most 
notable figures in the ranks of Amer- 
ican turfmen, died at his home in 
Lexington. Sunday, of uraemic pois- 
oning. He was sixty-seven years old. 
His activities as a breeder and later 
as a member of the State Racing 
Commission occupy noteworthy plac- 
es in the history of the thoroughbred 
industry, especially during the own- 
ership of McGrathiana. one of the 
greatest breeding establishments of 
the Bluegrass in its prime. The death 
of Col. Young marks the passing of 
a leader amng American turfmen. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Lucy Spaulding Young, and four 
daughters, Madam Spaulding Young, 
of Albany, New York; Madam Alice 
Young, of Cincinnati, 0.; Madam 
Maria Young, of New Orleans, and 
Miss Lucie A. Young, of Lexington, 
and three sons, Milton Young, Jr., 
of Lexington; Lieui. Jack Young, of 
Camp Taylor; and Thos. S. Young, of 
St. Mary's College, St. Mary's Ky.

Angus, and the first annual sale of 
the Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders' Association will be be held 
at the Bourbon Stock Yards, Louis- 
ville, on May 9, when 49 head will 
be sold at auction. Among the Ken- 
tucky consignors are C. R. Harmon. 
Lebanon; Hedges Bros., Taylorville; 
John B. May. Pennick; G. A. Park- 
hurst, Smkh field, and Adam Was- 
chick, Franklin. Two Tennessee 
breeders. J. A. Capel, Ripley, and 
W. R. Miller, Jr., Brownsville, are 
contributing some. An Illinois breed- 
er, Mr. Stanley R. Pierce, Creston, 
breeder of the great International 
Grand '"hampipn Advance, which sold 
for the vorld's record price of $1.50 
a pound, i.s sending some of his best. 

"With Aberdeen-Angus steers win- 
ning the grand championship over 
all breeds at the Chicago Interna- 
tional, it is fitting that Kentucky 
should be making such advances 
with this breed," said C. E. Marvin, 
of Paynes Depot, who is one of the 
members of the sale committee. "At 
Chicago, where the world's biggest 
cattle show is annually held, Aber- 
deen-Angus have won the following 
championships over all breeds: 15 
out of 16 for fat carcass of steer; 
13 out of 16 for fat carload; 11 out 
of 14 for steer herd, and 10 out of 
16 for single steer. Besides, at the 
recent show, the grand champion 
load of steers sold for the world's 
record price of $4 2.50 a hundred- 
weight. $24.50 above the best Short- 
horn load.

THIRD LIBERTY LOAN A BRIL- NEXT SUNDAY, MAY 12. TO BE 
UANTJUCCESS. j ''M0T H1&% DAY» 

With a closing Saturday of the 
Third Liberty Loan the Kentucky 
counties of the Fourth Federal Re- 
serve have answered the three ap- 
peals of the Government for funds 
with a total of nearly $32,000,000, 
Chairman J. Will Stoll, of Lexington, 
announces that instead of the $10,- 
000.000 asked for in the Third Lib- 
erty Loan the sum of $12,000,000 
has been received. 

That Kentucky has answered the 
call most nobly is the general agree- 
ment. Most of the territory is with- 
out direct communication, and it 
takes several days to get com- 
munication from any of them. 
One city which has a bank 
and which took a very active 
part in the campaign can only be 
reached by riding horseback over a 
rough trail, yet this county oversub- 
scribed its quota. This Liberty Loan 
district does not comprise all Ken- 
tucky, exclusive of Louisville, as has 
been the belief. It extends from the 
Big Sandy Valley on the east to the 
Cincinnati Southern Railway on the 
west, and from the Ohio river on the 
north to the Tennessee State line on 
the south. * * 

The report from the counties close 
to Bourbon gives the following 
amounts: Bourbon, $556,000; Bath, 
$125,850; Clark, $390,000; Fay- 
ette, $1,729,950; Harrison, $408,- 
100; Montgomery, $250,200; Nich- 
olas. $150,800; Scott, $579,850; 
Woodford, $375,700.

The men, who 
gave their names as Albert Alexan- 
der, of Lexington, Joe Gaines, of 
Stamping Ground, J. T. Jordan and 
Hanley Jordan, of Woodlake, were 
arrested and taken to Frankfort, 
where they will be given a hearing 
to-day.

I by Congress as one on which homage

When Miss Anna Jarvis, who, in 
1908, founded in Philadelphia an or- 
ganization now known as the Moth- 
ers' Day International Association, it 
was not even remotely anticipated 
j that the object of the association 
would receive the endorsement of the 
government as founded in the public 
resolution of the 63rd Congress, ap- 
proved by the President of the United 
I States on May 8, 1914, designating 
: that the second Sunday in May there- 
after should generally be known as 
'"Mother's Day," and directing that it 
should be the duty of the President 
to request its observance by issuing 
a proclamation calling upon the gov- 
ernment officials to display the Unit- 
ed States flag on all government 
buildings, and the people to display 
the flag at their homes or other suit- 
able places on this day, "as a public 
expression or our love and reverence 
for the mothers of our country." 

Governors of States and Mayors of 
cities also proclaim the day, and 
Tiow it is very generally observed. 
"This year the day particularly ap- 
peals to us," says the official state- 
ment, "for thousands upon thousands 
of mothers have given sons to swell 
the ranks of those who are fighting in 
France in the cause of civilization 
and for the honor of home and coun- 
try therefore, those of us whose fam- 
ily circles have not yet been called 
upon to supply a son for the cause, in 
paying homage to our living mothers 
should feel that we are honoring 
motherhood — the true motherhood 
that makes for pure home lives, good 
Citizenship, and good government."

N0TICE TO ICE. DEALERS AND 
MANUFACTURERS IN KENTUCKY 

The manufacture and distribution 
of ice comes under the United States 
Food Administration and the Control 
Act of August 10, 1917. 

The Food Administration is con- 
cerned with the price charged for ice 
in the various communities and re- 
quires each company deali-ng in or 
manufacturing ice to file with the 
Administration any proposed sched- 
ule of increased prices over the 
prices in effect last summer before 
such increases are put into effect. 

Only such increases as are justi- 
fied by increased costs will be per- 
mitted and in addition only such ad- 
justment as between the different 
classes of consumers as the situation 
may require. 

The Food Administration has 
sought the co-operation of the May- 
ors of Kentucky cities to investigate 
any proposed increases in price and 
determine the^ justification a h 

if satisfactory scales of prices 
be obtained from the dealers the 
Food Administrator will apply the 
necessary corrective measures. 



A PATRIOTIC FAMILY.

COL. KELLER ANDERSON, NOTED 
KENTTTCKIAN. DEAD IN 
M EMPHIS . 

Col. Keller Anderson, formerly of 
<-ynthiana, died at his home in Mem- 
Phis, Tenn., suddenly from heart dis- 
ease on April 24. Col. Anderson was 
born in Cynthiana on September 21, 
1842. He was a member of Capt. 
Joe Desha's company in the Confed- 
erate Army. 

After the war he lived for a while 
in Little Rock, Ark., and removed to 
Memphis in 1871. During the Span- 
ish-American war he was Colonel of 
the 2nd Tennessee, and was stationed 
in the Phillipine for two years. He 
was a General of the State troops of 
Tennessee, and served conspiciously 
during the coal troubles in that 
State. 

He was married to Miss Jean Rob- 
ertson, of Lagrange, Ark., on Feb. 11, 
1918. He is survived by his wife, a 
daughter, Jean Keller Anderson, and 
a son, Lieut. Claude B. Anderson, 
who is now stationed at Camp Jack- 
son, Columbia, South Carolina. A 
grandson, Claude B. Anderson, Jr., is 
a cadet at West Point Military Acad- j 
emy. 

Col. Anderson, who is well remem- . 
bered by our older citizens, was a 
brother of Mrs. Keller Thomas, of 
Paris, and an uncle of Mrs. Wm. G. * 
Talbott, of near Paris. 

Col. Anderson was a daring and 
intrepid officer. In 1862, when the I 
war fever was at its height in Paris, j 
Anderson, in spite of warnings, I 
climbed the cupola of the old Bour- 1 
bon county court house, and nailed a 
bright new Confederate flag to the I 
weather vane. Federal sympathizers 
fired several shots at him as he was ■ 
descending, but the brave fellow was i 
unhurt and made his escape in safety j 
to the Confederate lines. The inci- | 
dent created intense excitement at ! 
the time. The flag remained up two j 
days, when it was removed.

The active young men upon whom 
chiefly the farm work falls must be 
replaced by some one if production 
of food stuffs and meats is kept up 
even to the normal of past years. But 
the demand is for more food, so we 
can help supply the other nations 
who are helping us to make the 
world safe for democracy. 

There are 2,000,000 High School 
boys in this country. Several thous- 
and of these are in our own State 
and have enrolled in the U. S. Boys 
Working Reserve. These boys are 
willing and anxious to do their bit 
in helping to serve their country. 
Thousands and thousands of these 
boys have already pledged them- 
selves to go to any farm where they 
may be sent and will do their best 
to aid the farmer. In other States 
calls from the farmers for boys have 
been greater than the supply. 

A few of these High School boys 
have had farm experience, but the 
majority of them have never been on 
a farm and consequently do not know 
the first principles of farming. How- 
ever, they declare they are willing 
to learn. They say they expect sore 
hands, tired muscles and hot, long 
days when they get to the farms, but 
are "nerved" to do their part. - 

If the boys recognize that it is not 
play, but hard work, that they are 
undertaking and yet are willing to 
go, the farmer should be willing to 
take them and try them out. Fur- 
ther, the farmer should not expect 
too much from the boys, but should 
undertake to teach them how to 
work, with the idea of making them 
useful helpers not merely for this 
in- years, but for the years to come. 

They must realize the longer the 
war lasts the less farm help they can 
get, because Uncle Sam must have 
soldiers, and, therefore, it is the 
farmers' patriotic duty to take these 
boys and make farmers out of them. 
Be patient with them, teach them, 
not only for what can be gotten out 
of them this season, but to make 
them worth more on the farm next 
year and the next. If the farmers 
will be patient and not expect too 
much from the boys this year, they 
will have a similar experience that 
the States of Indiana and Illinois 
are having this year — want more 
bovs than they can get. BE PA-

Lie ruins of old Blarney Castle are 
i It* miles outside of Cork, sur- 
MBiti by pleasant Irish fields and 
,us hawthorn hedges. The huge 
,0.1 are tower stands as firm and true 
as in the days when old Cormac 
N uthy ruled over the land of 
-ter. The old chieftain built his 
*a*tle to withstand English guns and 
I. n dish diplomacy, and Blarney Cas- 
tle has kept the trust. 

The visitor to the ruins never 
tolls to ask for the famous Blarney 
4»>ne. The withered old guide looks 
hun over carefully and leads him up 
a narrow winding stair to the top of 
tfce donjon tower. If the visitor is 
•<d and dignified he is then shown a 
.in-all square stone near the wall's 
<tige and is permitted to kiss the relic 
without much trouble. But if he is 
.»wrg and especially agile he is di- 
rt to a huge slab some feet below 
fee level of the battlements. To kiss 
it he must be lowered by his feet 
•war the tower's edge, never a very 
^iMcelnl process. But the feat once 
accomplished, ir" the old tradition be 
true, he is possessed forever of a 
syib Lnd persuasive tongue and usu- 
aJly returns home to make a career 
u politics. 

The tradition la that its re narka- 
Me povar m grant*! the stone in 
n for sor:> favor bestowed by 
mc upon an especially grateful 
«.:nt in the old days when Ireland 



was full of such holy men and 
1 women. The wily chieftain made 
good use of his power in his own 
day, three times successfully match- 
ing his wits against the English. 

Since old Cormac's day hundreds 
have visited the castle and kissed 
what they firmly believed to be the 
sacred stone. But the real Blarney 
Stone is not the one near the tower 
| wall, but the old block with the in- 
scription "Cormac the Brave caused 
Ime to be built — 1446" to reach 
j which one must hang by one's feet 
over the battlments. 



MONEY'S PARAMOUNT MISSION 

The present struggle is not Na- 
tional simply. It is international. 
It belongs to no one people. It be- 
longs to all. It is a struggle between 
self-government and monarchial con- 
trol. It is especially a contest be- 
tween the highest type of civilization 
and a type which in certain re- 
spects has close affinities with half- 
civilization and with barbarism.

The tradition that the Kentucky sol- 
diers who fought at Tippecanoe took 
back with them the seed that has mode 
blue grass famous In central Ken- 
tucky, has never been questioned or 
seemed to require authentic proof, de- 
clares a writer. Mrs. Levering says, 
in her "Authentic Indiana !" 

"It was on the return march from 
the battle of Tippecanoe that the sol- 
diers from Kentucky gathered the seed 
of the blue grass which they found 
growing In Indiana, and carried it 
home with them, thinking it was a su- 
perior variety because It satisfied the 
hunger of their horses so well that 
they would not eat corn. It flourished 
so well on the limestone soil of central 
Kentucky that it made that state fa- 
mous." This statement was based on 
Information obtained from early set- 
tlers of Indiana. Kentucky was not 
known as the blue grass state until 
many years after the battle of Tippe- 
canoe. 

As long as slavery existed, Ken- 
tucky, lying south of the Ohio river, 
was classed as a Southern state. It 
never was classed as a central West- 
ern or middle Western state along 
with Ohio and Indiana. In the census 
report of 1910, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan and Wisconsin were classed 
as "East North Central states" and 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama and 
Mississippi as "East South Central 
states." 

When Indiana was admitted to the 
Union. In 1816, it consisted of 13 coun- 
ties, viz. : Wayne, Franklin, Dearborn, 
Switzerland, Jefferson, Clark, Wash- 
ington, Harrison, Knox, Gibson, Posey, 
Warrick and Perry. In the subsequent 
creation of 79 counties out of these, 
making 92, the boundaries of the orig- 
inal 13 counties underwent material 
changes.

The French have 
a pretty legend of their lily which tells 
that at the baptism of King Clovis.

banner came fluttering down from 
heaven over which were sprinkled 
golden fleur de lis. From that time 
they appear on the' arms of the country. 
They have a verb, "fleurdellser," mean- 
ing to embroider scattered flowers over 
a fabric, or, as embroiderers say, to 
"pepper with flowers." Edward in 
borrowed the lilies of France after his 
war with that country and they were 
borne by England until the beginning 
of the nineteenth century.

SOLDIERS ABROAD OBSERVE MAY 
12 AS MOTHER 'S DAY 

"Mother's Day" — a day on which 
every soldier of the American expe- 
ditionary forces, young and old, high 
and low, is exepcted to write home 
to mother — has been flj&ed for May 
12. The idea originated with the 
Stars and Stripes, the official news- 
paper of the American forces in 
Europe, and was approved by head- 
quarters, which is doing everything 
possible to help it along. 

The postoffice is rising to the oc- 
casion,, and the Young Men's Chrfc- 
tion Association has promised that 
on tfrat date its huts will be stocked 
with an inexhaustible supply of yrit- 
ing paper. The censors have decided 
to work overtime, until midnight if 
necessary, so that the letters will be 
speeded to the United States without 
delay. 

The experience of the army post- 
office has taught that the mothers 
come first in the soldiers' thoughts, 
and so has decided to make every 
possible effort that every mother in 
America whose son is in France shall 
receive tidings from her "boy." Thus 
the date especially set apart for the 
purpose. 

Mothers may expect their letters 
to begin arriving early in June. Sol- 
diers in the front-line trenches will i 
be given every opportunity to scrib- 
ble a few lines to their mothers, 
which will be hurried to the rear and 
rushed along to their destination. 
All other business will be put aside 
except that of fighting the Germans. 
On that day the mothers will be up- 
permost in the minds oT the soldiers. 
The letters will be marked "Mother's 
Letter" on the envelopes and will be 
given preference over all other mail 
matter.

SWINDLERS' TRICK TAKES MON- 
EY SENT TO SOLTWTtfS 



COVINGTON TO HAVE PATRI-

Two interesting letters from Cor- 
poral Arthur C. Traylor, of Freeport, 
L. I., a member of the One Hundred 
and Sixty-fifth Infantry of the Rain- 
bow Division, and one of the first 
American soldiers wounded in 
France, has reached this country. 
One was to his father and the other 
to his sister. Mrs. Frederick Menke, 
of 930 St. Nicholas avenue. 

Young Trayler was wounded In 
February and his letters were writ- 
ten the middle of last month from the 
hospital where he is recovering. He 
gives an excellent idea of the spirit 
of the Americans in France. He 
wrote that although he had thirteen 
shrapnel wounds he was feeling pret- 
ty fair, and that he was even then 
counting the days before he would 
he able to get back in the trenches. 

In the letter to his sister Trayer 
tells of a hand-to-hand struggle he 
witnessed between a big six-foot lad 
from Ohio and a German. "In some 
way," Trayer wrote, "the Ohio boy 
lost his rifle in climbing out of a 
trench. A husky German was almost 
on top of him with his bayonet when 
he suddenly took off his helmet and 
shied It at the German's head. The 
Hon ducked and before he knew 
what had happened the big boy was 
on top of him. In no time at all he 
had that bayonet away from the 
German and he got his man." 

Corporal Trayer said both French 
and American surgeons had operated 
on him and that at then time he was 
writing they had extracted all but 
one piece of the shrapnel. He ad- 
ded they expected to remove that the 
next day; 



92 CENTS AN HOUR EARNED BY 
GARDE NERS IN OHIO. 

One large manufacturing concern 
in Ohio provided gardens for its em- 
ployes in 1817, and required them t<> 
keep an accurate record of the tim* 
spent working the gardens and the 
value of the crop grown. 

At the end of the season the results 
showed that the gardeners had re- 
ceived 92 'cents an hour for their 
spare time spent in the gardens. 

Another large manufacturing con- 
cern in Illinois plowed up a prize 40- 
acre alfalfa field and divided it into 
garden plots for the use of its em- 
ployes. The results obtained from 
this garden plot far exceeded the ex- 
pectations of both the company and 
its employes. 

Manufacturers all over the country 
are providing gardens for their em- 
ployes this year, according to report- 
to the United States Department of 
Agriculture.

Pelatives and friends of several 
soldiers in army camps have been 
victimized by swindlers who wired 
or wrote for funds under soldiers' 
names. In each instance it was re- 
quested that money be sent by wire 
waving identification, or by mail to 
general delivery, -the customary ex- 
planation being that the soldier had 
been discharged and would have no 
way of securing identification, nor 
of getting mail addressed to his com- 
pany. 

The following is a typical tele- 
gram, sent to the father of a soldier 
in a southern camp: 

"Have been discharged. Coming 
home. Going to Atlanta through 
country to-night. Please wire me 
$6^) at Atlanta so I may pay for 
uniform and come home direct. Wave 
identification as I am not known in 
! Atlanta. Wire cash quick so I can 
get home to-morrow morning." 

Before being complied with, any 
request for money to be sent under 
such conditions should be verified by 
a letter or telegram to the command- 
ing officer of the camp in which the 
man whose name is signed to the re- 
quest is stationed. 



ADDRESSES WILL AGAIN APPEAR 
IN CASUALTY LISTS. 

The War Department will resume 
almost immediately the practice of 
giving addresses of American soldiers 
named in the casualty lists sent from 
France. 

The decision was made by Presi- 
dent Wilson, to whom the public ap- 
pealed when the addresses were or- 
dered discontinued. The President 
took up the subject! with Secretary 
Baker immediately after the Secre- 
tary's return from France. 

Publication of addresses was dis- 
continued March 8. Explaining at
